Speciai Dispatch te The Chicage Tribune, 
Furs, Pa., May 7.—In ¢ previous dispatch your 
cofrespondent stated the crop situation in North- 
western Peunsylvanta as nearly ag could be 
ascertained at that time. Some farmers say my 
dispatch was too ‘‘rosy”; that there will not be 
an average crop of apples, plums, and 
other smaller fruits, this year. | contend 
that the unezampled cold weather of the past 
winter, with the severe cold snaps thie spring, 
has nearly killed fruite of ali kinds. Peaches 
will be scarce, the tender buds having nearly all 
been nipped by relentless Igck Frost. For sev- 
eral days in March we had beautiful weather; 
then came go sudden and unexpected a ‘cold 
snap” that it astonished even the typical “ old- 
est inhabitant.“ Peach-buds had, from the 
warm réys of the sun, just started; and, had the 
weather continued warm, there would have been 
this season a large crop of all kinds of fruit. 
Flowers, plants, etc., placed outside, were frozen 
stiff; and, for several days, we had 6 nine 
winter. Iv regard to our staple commodity, po- 
tatoes, I must say that the prospects of even an 
ay crop aré very discouraging.

IS THERE ANY OFFICIAL RESPONSIBILITY P 
Mr. James P. Root, a respectable attorney 
of this city, has given a professional opinion 
to the effect that the late Chief Inspector of 
Grain in this city is not under any legal ob- 
ligation to pay over to his successor or to the 
State the accumulated fees in his hands, on 
the ground that the money was collected in 
excess of legal authority, and cannot be le- 
gally claimed by the State. 

The law authorizes the Board of Commis- 
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fut whether the collection of these fees 
was or not, it is not within the 

of the Collector to dispute the authority under 
which he made the collection to the extent 
of withholding the money from his principal. 
The money in his hands was received by him 
as an officer of the State, for the State, and 
| was the money of the State, he being a mere 
agent to collect it; ‘he is, therefore, bound to 
respond to the State for whatever money he 
thus collected, because an agent or receiver 
is not at liberty to withhold the money of his 
principal under pretense that in the transac- 
tion where it was collected there was some 
illegality. If Mr. Roor’s doctrine shall be 
recognized as the law of the State, and every 
public officer may question the legality of. a 
tax levy and hold on to the money, and every 
cashier, bank-teller, salesman, and others 
handling money, may set up a pretense of il- 
legality in the transactions by which money 
was paid to him for his employer, retain 
it, then the last vestige of o account- 
ability will be destroyed, and all will be given 
over to whoever will take it.

| The injunction. upon the canvass of the 
vote on the charter was really an embarrass- 
ment. So long as the vote was not canvassed 
end the result not declared, there was noth- 
ing to contest; and yet there could be no 
permanent protection against the fraudulent 
election except that secured by a judgment 
of a court declaring that election void. The 
law gives thirty days in which to file a bill 
with proofs to contest the election in the Cir- 
cuit Court. A well-digested bill and a thor- 
ough array of testimony can now be prepared, 
and the case can be pushed with such speed 
as is allowable in chancery cases. To this the 
case would have to come at some time, and it 
is better that it should begin properly now 
than six months or a year hence. In case of 
an appeal, the appeal will be upon the main 
a, and not upon interlocutory ones, 
and the decision of the Supreme Court, when 
made, will be final and absolute. 

Apart from the considerations of a change 
of charters, the question of fair elections, 
honest elections, and legal elections, is of im- 
portance. If there need be no observance of 
law in the conduct of elections, then itis en- 
tirely immaterial which charter we have, or 
whether we have any charter or not. If 
elections are to be determined by the number 
of ballots reported found in the ballot-box 
without reference to how they got there or 
who put them there, then it is a matter of in- 
difference whether there be any further elec- 
tions in Chicago or not. An appeal to the 
law, through the Courts, is the only recourse 
left to the public, and a decision: of this 
question is a necessity of vital interest to the 
city, to the security of life and property, and, 
of course, to the welfare of the whole State. 
If there can be such an authoritative declara- 
tion by the Courts as will render fraudulent 
elections of no avail, and as will require that 
an election to be legal must be conducted 
in conformity with lag, then there will be 
some protection left to the general public. 
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POISONOUS FOOD AND DRINK. 

‘The Board of Health does an excellent, 
but almost unnoticed, work in conderaning 
and diseased and poisonous food 
which is offered for sale in our markets. The 
diseases thus prevented would cost much to 
cure and many of them would not be cured at 
all. Moreover, the knowledge of this vigi- 
lant inspection keeps butchers from trying to 
palm off bad meat upon their customers. 
Few persons, however, know how much of 
this sort of stuff is sold here. The seizures 
give some idea of it, although it is impossible 
to say how much bad beef, mutton, 
veal, Ste., escapes notice. During the 
month oof April, the subordinates 
of the Health Department. condemned 
209 quarters of beef, 8 carcasses of mutton, 
21 hogs, 176 calves, 321-hams, 306 shoulders, 
379 pounds of fresh meat and 3,400 pounds 
of corned meat, 48 chickens, 23 ducks, and 
16 snipe. Doubtless, beef, mutton, pork, 
venl, ham, corned beef, chickens, ducks, and 
snipe in qvite as bad condition as those 
seized were on our tables; but the evil would 
have been far greater had not the Board of 
Health done its work. 

This poisonous food is food for thought. 
Why should not the process which works so 
well in the case of eatables be applied to 
drinkables? It would be an admirable 
measure of temperance reform: People 
will drink It is best, then, that 
they shoull use beer, ale, and light 
wines instesd of fiery liquors, and, if their 
perverted tastes lead them to indulge in whis- 
ky and brandy, it is best that these liquors 
should be # pure as possible. A crazy drunk 
is usually the result of imbibing vitriol and 
other deadly drugs, thinly disguised and sold 
as pure liquor. In our mighty multitude of 
saloons, there are probably not ten in which 
a man can get @ glass of unadulterated liquor. 
This great evil can be best reached by a sys- 
tem of rigid inspection, The detection of 
poisoned drinks is an easy matter. One 
competent chemist could do the necessary 
work of aralysis. When drugged liquor 
is discovered, it should be promptly seized 
and destroyed. ‘The result of this would be 
to cut off the enormous profits now made by 
dishonest saloon-keepers, and to force many 
of them toclose their low resorts. Half the 
saloons in town would not pay if they had to 
buy pure liquor and retail it at the ruling 
rates. If the rates were advanced, the same 
good result would be reached in a different 
way. Mary people would prefer to drink 
beer and ale to paying higher prices for 
liquor. Tie custom of the minor runi-holes 
would fall off, and their proprietors would be 
forced to engage in some other business. 
The inspection of food has been proved by 
practice to be a success. Why should not 
inspection of drink be tried, too?

RETRENCUMENT. 


Spectal Dispatch to The 

Wasuineron, D. C., May 7 
Department has sent a special agent to all the 
ports of delivery in the West for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether some of the minor offices 
cannot be abolished.

THE FUTURE FOUNDATIONS. 

The excitement. caused by the verdict of the 
experts, that the ne Cusiom-House must come 
down, has not subsided, and the inquiry has 
been turned into a new channel; that is, what 
can be done to procure a foundation for the 
second attempt that will not give way. The ex- 
poriments in pile- driving, already described, 
have shown that the soil on which the founda- 
tion reste is essentially bad, and that, although 
concrete may be, and doubtiess is, an 
excellent base when it rests om anything, it is 
not safe to put it on aud and then trust it to 
hold a heavy building. In the pile exploration, 
which revealed the character of the soil dowu 
about 50 feet, nothing like hard-pan was found, 
and no prospect of any solid foundation was 
seen. In this view of the case the only alter- 
native left for the Supervising Architect is to 
plan a pile foundation which shall depend upon 
the side friction of the piles for support. This 

done in maty cases, aod has 
been successful. It seems to have been 
proved by the building that a concrete 
foundation is not fitted for the soil and cannot 
stand the 382 tons per foot which the estimates 
for the new building demand.

She had not 
even the sack-cloth wherewith to cover her 
nakedness, but the ashes and ruins were plenti- 
ful, Who does not remember the great anxiety 
and interest manifested in all parts of the 
country over the sad and terribie calamity that 
befell Chicago on the Sth and 9th of October, 
1871? How nearly you were to meeting a sim- 
ilar fate om the i4th of July, 1874 none 
can tell. It seems to me that, with 
all the great improvements in appliances 
for extinguishing fires, and especially the light 
chemical apparatus, which can be brought inte 
service immediately, Chicago, or any other city, 
need have but little fear of conflagrations, so 
long as they are properly protected against in- 
cipient: fires by having a sufficient amount of 
such apparatus. Steamers could then be held in 
reserve fot cases of great emergency. They 
supply the same place in a Fire Department, and 
stand in about tbe same relations there, that 
heavy artillery does to an army. 

lf a military chieftain would attempt to cap- 
ture the red demons of the prairie by surround- 
ing them with heavy artillery, would he not be 
called a bunatic, and he deposed at once? Then, 


in the name of common seucc, and all that 
rational, reasonable. and sound, both in theory 


and practice, how can people exp8ct to 
surround the fire demon with the heary 
artillery of the Fire Departments, which 
often cannot be brought into action until 
the fiend has got a good start on the war- 


„path, and is leaving ruin and desolation be- 


nd? Why not prevent the cause (incipient 
fires), and consequently entirely avoid the effect 
and its sad results 7? 

A well-officered and organized army is never 
caught in the enemy's councry without a per 
and sufficient number of vedettes, well sup- 
ported by strong lines of ‘‘skirmiabers,” who 
are always ready to meet and repel aay attack of 
the enemy. This checks the impetuosity of the 
first onslaught, evon if it does not always re- 
pulse it. In the latter event, the reserves and 
heavy artillery are properly disposed and pre- 
pared for the work before them; which could 
not possibly be the case without the aid and 
protection afforded by the cavairy and light in- 
fantry. Without these the heavy artillery wodld 
be of but littie use, except to increase the panic 
and confusion of the moment. 

I have often witnessed similar ocourrences in 
what was considered well-regulated Fire Depart- 
ments. Why? Simply because the enemy 
came as a thief in the night, and found tne 
guardians of — safety unprepared, having 
no brigade of cavalry or light infantry in the 
Fire Department to meet and repel the first at- 
tack; consequently the flames gain a foot-hoild, 
and doom the city to a holocaust of fire. 

No one sntertains greater respect than myself 
for the noble army of men who battle, dare, and 
do all in their power—often i their 
lives—in the contest to gain the mastery over 
the flames. Yet lam thoroughly convinced that 
our Fire Departments are glaringly ective in 
their organization. Are the chiefs to blame for 
this? No! How avout. our City Fathers, 
those grave and reverened seigniors,” who, in 
a moment of weakness, when the tempter is near, 
may not be able to resist or refuse a slice from 
the purchase-money of an $3,000 or $10,000 
steamer, are they too blame ? What does it mat- 
ter if cities have no light fire apparatus, which 
could be brought into instant use for the extin- 
guishment of fires in theirincipiency ? Such 
apparatus is comparatively inexpensive, both to 

urchase and to maintain. The City Fathers 
ave done their duty (7) by purchasing che heavy 
artillery, and can look on complacently and “ fid-

In 1867 there were in the United States only 
twenty-two colleges open tomen and women 
alike. In 1873, the Report of the United 
States Commissioner of Educatiog” announced 
that the number had increased to- ninety-seven. 
The same report showed that only: 17 per cent 
of the academies and normaland high schools of 
the country are for boys alone, while 60 per 
cent are for boys and girls together. Alse, of 
the 120 commereial colleges reporting to the 
Bureau, at least 70 per cent are conducted upon 
the coeducative plan. 

In Switzerland, since 1864, women have been 
admitted to all departments of the University. 
During the last summer twenty-eigut young 
women were matriculated at the University of 
Zurich. There are now at the University of 
Berne thirty-five lady pupils, who enjoy all the 
privileges for study accorded to the other 
In August last, Mies Sophia Yon Kewalewsky: 
gtaduated as Doctor of Philosophy and Magis- 
ter of Liberal Arta, at Gottingen, and about the 
same time Berne conferred its first medical de- 
gree upon a woman, bestowing with it marks of 
the highest distinction. 

At Vienna and at Paris women are welcomed 
te university instruction, while they are re 
in attendance st Rome, Padua, Milan, Lei 
Breslau, Gottingen, St. Petersburg, and Upsala. 
In one or two of these institutions the admit-

Here are thou- 
sands of acres of rich alluvial lands, which have 
been —— and plowed again, and worked till 
the whole surface is well nich as mellow as an 
ash-heap. On every plantation, too, it was 
noticeable that every available rood of land was 
under cultivation. The piows had been ran up 


to the very line of the fence, so clone that another 


furrow could net have been run without first re- 
moving the rails. The ridges, or raised furrows, in 
the centre of which the cotton is planted, er will 
be planted, were as clear and free from weeds as 
the sweet-potato rows one sees in a Northern 
farm-garden. The overflowed or swampy por- 
tions of fields had been plowed around, almost 
to the water's margin; and, where the water had 
receded, plowmen were at work. And so it was 
on ‘either side the river, as fer as the eye could 
reach. 

Of course, the feeling that they have got to 
make a crop this year,” has in ne small degree

THE EXTRAORDINARY INDUSTRY 
which is here self-evident. People aren't 
liable to work for the fun of the thing, 
on Arkansas plantations more than in 
Illinois corn-fields; and last year’s failure 
of the crops left them the alternative of 
working or starving. But investigation shows, 
further, that here, if anywhere, it pavg to work; 
and evidently the laborers, white and black, work 
the more heartily because it wili pay. The 
piantations are worked almost exclusively on 
shares,” which system has been found most 
profitable both for planters aud laborers. In 
some inatances, the land is leased rect to the 
laborers at, say, 125 pounds of lint cotton, worth, 
on an average, say, $15 per acre; in a few cases, 
are Mred at $20 to $25 per month; but 
the laborers” do not readily take to that plan, 
and the planters, as a rule, have not the availa- 
ble cash to try it. Where the work is done on 
shares, if the workman owns his own team and 
feeds it, bearing all his own expenses, he gets 
two-thi the crop. When the planter fur- 
Dishes the team and feed, the workman gets 
one-half. 
THE AVERAGE LOT 
cultivated by eachman is from 6 to 8 acres 
of cotton and 8 of corn, in about which pro- 
portion the land is now Being pianted,—the de- 
termination beiog to raise sufficient corn, in any 
event, to keep the muies over winter, and to 
furnish abundant supply of meal for the laborer 
and his family. With a favorable season, the 
yield will be from six to ten bales per laborer, 
besides the corn-supply, and what can be realiz- 
ed from the sale of seed, which latter, however, 
is an inconsiderable item. For his share, the 
laborer, at the end of the season, will realize 
from three to five bales, worth from $200 to 
$375, besides his corn-supply, if sold worth, at 
a moderate estimate, $50. If he be the 
possessor of a mule, his share will be from 
tour to six and twe-third bales. or from $266.66 
to $500, aod his share of corn in addition. .Be- 
Bides, each has his garden-patch, so that his 
share of tho cotton-paich represents his earn- 
ings in excess of family supplies for the most 
part. To the fact, therefore, that it pays, doubt- 
less must be attributed the negro immigration. 
To the same fact may also be attributed the 
centering of the negroos iu and about the bot- 
tom-lazids, leaving the uplands to become a 
white man’s country,” as they now designate the 
northwestern portion of the Btate. In the bot- 
tom-land cottou-fields, the negro ean practi- 
cally have ro ¢conipetition. Neither the 
malaria nor the sultry heat affects him, while, as 
the oldest planters admit, white laborers suc- 
cumb to hoth. It is also admitted, without re- 
serve, that the cotton-cuiture in the bottom- 
lands, which are the great cotton-fields, is de- 
pendent wholly upon the negro; and, for that 
reason, the general feeling is to encourage ne- 
gro-immigration. There seems none. or but 
most remote, prospect of the negroes becoming 
ners of these fine plantations, which? in the 
worst of the depression resulting from last year's 
failure of the crop, and the shortening of credits 
for plantation-supplies, cannot be bought for 
less than $50 to $75 per acre,—the purchase 
then including uncleared land equal to or greater 
in area than that under cultivation. When a 
erop is made, the price will largely advance ; for 
even now cotton-fields in the Arkansas bottoms, 
below Little Rock, are rented at from $8 to 
$12.50 cash per acre,—large bodies of the best 
lands at the latter figure,—making them a 10-per- 
‘cout investment at from 580 to $125 per acre. 
The negroes, however, are 
SLOWLY ACQUIRING PROPERTY. 

Their first investment is in a mule ; and, in the 
Arkansas Valley, it ia estimsted that nearly 10 
per cent—some put it as low as 5 per cent—own 
their mules, which enables them, as stated, to 
increase their share of the earnings, on an av- 
erage, 333g per cent (from one-half to two- 
thirds). They are also settling, in eon- 
siderable numbers, under the Homes 
act, om the uplands, which 
have been ief* wunsettied because the soil, 
which 1s of inferior quality, will not grow cotton 
nor, in paying crop, corn, though orchards, and 
pans oats, vo on it. There they build 

houses,-—log, of course, and little, if any, 
better, as a rule, than the cabins on the planta- 
tions,—and during the season work on the plan- 
tations in the bottoms.

To the Editor of The Chicage Tuns: . 
Any one who reads current literature must find 
himself bewildered en the woman question, 
when he sees so much controversy on all sider. 
Here is Dr. Clark, who pergists in saying, in 
spite of Mrs. Howe, Anna Brackett, and a score 
of others, that woman is being educated to 
death. While these ladies rave at him, without 
exciting his ire, and are calling him names, de- 
cause he has been so indelicate as to trespass on 
certain grounds, the scientific papers of the 
country rally to his support. They go still fur- 
ther, and declare that a woman cannot ac- 
cept the once and duties of maternity, 
and develop her brain at the same time. Then 
Dr. Ely Van De Warker comes to the front, and 
deciares that woman can never succeed in the 
professions, because sho ia too sympathetic in 
nature; and, moreover, ie net tobe relied on 


for having any particular nature at all, as her 
mental powers are subject to periodical clouds, 
varying from hysteria and imeanity down to 
slight false colorings. The editor of the Pop- 
ular Science Monthiy, in the February number, 
rejects John Stuart Mill as authority an the 
woman questi on, and therefore casts into use- 
lessneas his great work onthe ‘‘Subjection of 
Woman, because he was not a scientist, and 
aid not write from the present standpoint of 
scientific investigation. All these gentlemen speak 
with acalmnees that seems to say, What we don’t 
know is not worth knowing ;” and their’satellites 
look wise and declare that it must beso, While 
they are talking, another clase is about the coun- 
try gathering statistics. These vel) us co-educa- 
tion is a failure, and the American race is dying 
out because of the false education of its mothers. 

After this comes the cry from another quarter. 
Since woman is thus pushed from higher educa- 
tion, and so from the professions, by scientific 
gentlemen, anotber class comes forward with a 
protest. Here is thecry, “Keep woman from 
the avenues of business.” One says she is too 
unreliable as a clerk or compositor. She 
runs off and gets married when work 
is rushing in, of, stays at home to 
make a dress, or takes a ride with her bean, 
when she 1s most needed. Another, more gal- 
lant than this specimen of the sterner sex, says, 
„% We men are sordid and merce enough; 
for God's sake keep women in a hi and 
more refining sphere.” 

In this whirlpool of controversy and opposi- 
tion, poor woman stands bewildered. With all 
this strong light gathered into a focus, and fixed 
upon her defenseless head, she almost sinks be- 
neath its force. Yes, even indomitable woman 
is for a moment ponplussed. She begins to 
think that it is best to take her daughters out of 
school, and to apply herself to the making of 
shirts and the composition ef puddings. as her 
grandmother did. Accordingly, we get news 
that, in Massachusetts, girls are being withdrawn 
from the schools te an alarming extent; and, of 
course, other States cannot let Massachusetts 
get shead of them. The new cra is dawning. 
Aarried women attend more diligently than ever 
to their embroidery apd theif babies, Tho 
daughters of well-to-do men dive deeper into tho 
witcheries of flirtations aad balls, glad to be let 
loose from the thralldom ef the school-room. 

Here we pause. Having settled the question 
as th woman’s sphere, we are met by the ques- 
tion, What are we to do with the poor 
working woman, whom necessity keeps out of 
her sphere? Thousands of factory-giris in 
the ow ugland States, t*ousands of 
clerks, thousands of all over 
the country, hear this talk, * and 
they lift their tired-looking eyes to our face and 
smile faintly. Oh! with them life means work. 
Bread comes to them after hard labor. They 
must do drudgery or perish. Will not our 
friends, whe talk the question over from all 
standpoints, tell us how these women are to live 
without the work which is making them sordid 
and mercenary and u bringing death to their 
womanhood ? If marriage is woman's sphere, 
will not our friends provide husbands for these 
unfortunate spinsters all over the land? A 
woman cannot get a husband, 1 the 
present laws of society, without first having a 
‘* proposal.” Suppose our friends set thaix brains 


r by which this crowd of women can 
led into the state for which men ‘say they 
were i by the laws of nature aad re- 
ligioo.

FLAT-MEADED APPLE-TREE-BORER. 

In relation to this destructive insect. Chryso- 
bothris Femorata (Fabricius), our entomological 
correspondent, *‘ Adella,” writes: 

Although the larva of this borer enters the 
tree in a similar manner to the round-headed 
borer, hitherto described, its habits are entirely 
different, —the latter living nearly three years in 
the tree, while the former—Femorata—remain 
only two at the farthest, and by many are sup- 
posed to remain only one year in the tree. 

The eggs are deposited by the female the lat- 
ter part of May, or first of June, in the latitude 
of Peoris, III., in the crevices of the bark, or 
under loose scales of the trees,—sometimes 
more than ene being found together. This 
beetle belongs to the family Buprestidae, and 
may easily be observed basking in the sunshine 
on the trunks of the trees. 

The head of this boror being wide and flat, the 
hole is always recognized by its peculiar shape. 
The tail of the insect is always found curled up 
over the back. They are very destructive when 
several are found in one tree, as they sometimes 
girdie the entire trunk or limb. 

The larva ef the round-headed borer attains a 
much larger size than the one we are now de- 
scribing. The flat-headed borer breeds readily in 
rc stamps, and is more liable to be found ia 
di trees than io healthy ones. When 


about to transform, it always cuts a passage back 


to the outside, leaving a thin covering of bark; 
then retiree, and, making a smooth cavity,changes 
te s chrysalis,—thus proviaing for itself am easy 
passage when just hatched and weak; so the 
jaws of the larva are much stronger than those 
of the peetle, and it thus forms the 
passage for the exit of the bestle 
from the tree; and, in three weeks from the 
formation of the pupa, the true insect emerges 
from the tree through this prepared way. 

The beetle is of a greenish-black color above, 
with a brassy polish. The size varies consid- 
erably, and, to the eye not educated to recognize 
them, they resemble other members of the same 
family, so that other insects are often taken for 
this. It attacks the apple and the psach; and, 
besides, the soft maple, oak, and other forest- 
trees. To the soft maple especially it causes 
extensive damage, sometimes riddling them 
through and through. a 

Soap being offeusive to this insect, it has been 
much used as a preventive to tbeir attacks; but, 
since these insects do not confine their reda- 
tions to the trunks of trees, the soap should also 
be app lied to the larger branches. The applica- 
tion should be made twice m the season, — ones 
toward the end of May, and again in July or Au- 
gust. Besides being obnoxious to the r, it 
also is beneficial in ridding the bark of 
moss, and keeping it smooth It — 
also been found beue fal to pain 
the trees with a mixture of soap and lime; and 
“The Farm and Garden” would add, if carbolic 
soap ie used, or a little carbolic acid,—say one 
part of impure crystals to twenty of the soap,— 
so much the better. In cases so treated, the 
larve have been known to make their way out, 
fall to the ground, and perish. 

The presence of the young borer is easily de- 
tected by a discolored spot, the cracking of the 
bark, or g sawduat-like appearance. If examined 
in the mer, it will be found just gnawing 
into the tree, and can be detected by a drop of 
moisture exuding from the bark. So it may be 
easily extracted with a knife, or, better, by 
means of a bent wire.

ia mo need of band-hoeing 
on land in good condition, and or- 
dinary clean. Plow the land thoroughly, 
harrow, and mark, as heretofore directed, witli a 
common sled-shaped corn-marker, the shoes 3 
feet apart. Dress the potatoes, stepping lightly 
en each piece. Cover about 4 or 5 inches deep, 
with a horee-hoe, or ridging plane, leaving the 
soil as light as possible. So soon as weeds shew 
themselvez, drag lengthwise of the rows with « 
light harrow, or, if you have not that, then with 
a heavy one turned upside down. Io a day or 
two, riuge again with the horse-hoe. Just as 
the potatoes are coming up, or before it weeds 
appear, harrow again, with the harrow upside 
down, the way of the rows, or run a 4x4 scantling 
along the rows. 

The first time you plow your work 
across the ridges, and so work both ways,—al- 
ways with the horse-hoe, or ridging plane,— 
until the potatoes are ready to blossom. After 
that, it is better to cease cultivating ; at least, 
no more earth should be given them. 

If the Colorado appears, use Paris- 
green and plaster.—say three pecks of plaster to 
one pound of pure Paris-green. The plaster is 
an excellent epplication for the crop, and also a 
good divisor for the Paris-green. In this wa 
you should raise potatoes of the best quali 
and at a minimum cost.
